Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the valve and components 2,10, 7, 8, 6, 5, 13, 4, 12, 9, 11, T, L-Shaped Pipe and S- 
Shaped Pipe as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for 
a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing 
clearly with detail and without transposing Figure 1A over Figure 2. Figure 1A should 
be separate and labeled. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d).

Therefore, the "elastic means" of 
claim 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 7 of 
Page 7 of the specification, applicant recites the components "2a e 3a" which are not 
shown. It appears to be a typographical error. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the handle" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner suggests making proper 
reference to "the handle" to provide for proper antecedence in the claim. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 3 is claiming a "showerhead" while claim 1 is claiming a 
"water delivery system". It is unclear to the Examiner as to what the invention being 
claimed is drawn to, a "showerhead" or a "water delivery system" as claim 3 depends 
from claim 1 . Examiner notes that claims 2, 4, 5, 6 and 12 have the same issue due to 
dependency and use of "showerhead" claim recitation. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 7 is claiming a "flexible tube" while claim 1 is claiming a 
"water delivery system". It is unclear to the Examiner as to what the claim is being 
being claimed is drawn to, a "flexible tube" or a "water delivery system" as claim 7 
depends from claim 1. Examiner notes that claims 8, 9, 10, 1 1 and 13 have the same 
issue due to dependency and use of "flexible tube" claim recitation. 

7. Regarding claims 5 and 12, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) 
"elastic" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
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performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) 
preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. 
App. 1967). 

Regarding claim 10, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "centring" in an 
attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a 
specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding 
"means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

Claim Objections 

8. Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: The word 
"centring" is also misspelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

9. Claim 1 1 and 13 are objected to because of the following informalities: The word 
"moulded" is misspelled in both claims. Appropriate correction is required.
